SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The computer image file entitled Muktrhs7.jpg has been classified as: 

Objectionable. 

This classification is because the publication promotes and supports the use of urine in 
association with sexual conduct. 

The publication contains a full colour photographic image, with a good quality of 
reproduction. The image shows body parts of two mostly naked adult women, in 
medium close-up; one is urinating over a breast of the other woman. The details of the 
image are clear. The urination and the women's nudity are the focus of the 
photograph, and there is a sexual aspect to the presentation of urination. This is due 
to the nudity of the participants, and the focus on one woman's genitals as she 
urinates, and on the other's breasts as urine covers one of them. The purpose of the 
photograph is to sexually arouse the viewer. 

The publication falls under s3(2)(d) of the Films, Videos, and Publications 
Classification Act 1993, and is therefore deemed objectionable. The provisions of 
s3(2) are inconsistent with, and override, the right to freedom of expression contained 
in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. 
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
